The War Office presents a warlike aspect, and 
movements of troops are going on all over 
the Empire, the chief direction being toward 
the Galician frontier, where it is expected 
that Austria will have 350,000 men massed be- 
fore the end of May to watch the movements 
ofthe Russians. The Austrian authorities 
are said to be deeply perplexed for a general, 
there being no man of marked military repu- 
tation high in command, while it is feared 
that the rapid promotion of Count Hartneau 
of Bulgaria might give offense to other com- 
manders. The official press is correct in say- 
ing that there is no official evidence that the 
peace of Europe will be broken. At the same 
time the three powers, Germany, Austria 
and Russia are getting bodies of troops in

A QUESTION OF LOYALTY. 


DR. DAVIS IN RECEIPT OF PROTESTING LETTERS 
—LONDON TOPICS. 

Lowpow, April 10.—Dissenters in all parts of 
the country are writing indignant protests to 
the newspapers against the refusal of the 
Rev. Mr. Davis to offer the toast to the Queen. 
The substance of the letters is that the non- 
Conformists are not surpassed in loyalty by 
ehurchmen or any other religious denomina- 
tion. and that Rev. Mr. Davis represented 
only himself in his demonstration against 
ther. yalfamily. Since the banquet at which 
Mr. Davis took his peculiar stand, he has 
been boycotted by his own congregation, and 
a movement is on foot to compel bim to re- 
sien. The authorities will take no notice of 
his utterances, as itis the invariable custom 
01 the royal family to ignore 
en attack in words, whether vile or 
simply disloyal. In this respect English roy- 
alty is entirely different from that of the Con- 
nent, where criticisms of ruling families 
are met with prompt and exemplary punish- 
ment. Libels on the Queen, which would 
have led to criminal proceedings f published 
against a private individual, have been al- 
lowed to pass unnoticed. Personally, she 
never hears of them, and it is etiquette in 
polite circles to pretend to never have heard 
the names of the periodicals that criticise 
rovalty, although some of these periodicals 
have large circulations. Sir George Treviyan 
‘caccredited with the expression that there 
is more loyalty in Great Britain than any- 
where else, for the reason that it is not com- 
pulsory. 

A TROUBLED CONSCIENCE. 

Two interesting letters have come to li ht 
bearing upon the conversion of the Grand 
Duchess Elizabeth, wife of the Grand Duke 
Sergius, to the Russian Church. It appears 
that the late Princess Alice, daughter of 
Queen Victoria, and mother of Eligabeth, 
wrote before her death expressinga hope 
that German princesses married into Russian 
families would not change their faith, and 
adding that the Russian custom of obligatory 
conversion of the occasion on such marriages, 
“always seemefi to me too intolerant and 
narrow minded in the light of modern ideas. 
The Grand Duchess, since her alleged con- 
version, has declined in health so rapidly as 
to alarm ber family, and it is belſeved that 
her conscience is Geeply affected by what she 
has done.

Barriers in the Way of Reciprocity With 
Canada. 


THE DOMINION WILL NEVER DISCRIM- 
INATE AGAINST ENGLAND. 


Return of the Commissioners to Ottawa— 
Jamaica’s Bitter Complaints Against 
the Government’s Policy—The Export 
Trade at Stake—Action of Toronto’s 
Commercial Board. 


OTTAWA, April 10.—In the early morning 
hours Sir John Thompson and the Hon, 
George E. Foster reached here from Wash- 
ington. Their first utterances were compll- 
mentary of both President Harrison and Sec- 
retary Blaine. Thetwo Canadian Ministers 
have fulfilled the Government’s election cam- 
paign pledges regarding a visit to the Amer'i- 
can capital, andthey can assure Parliament 
that the delay in negotiating a reciprocity 
treaty rests with the United States Govern- 
ment. There wasa full attendance at yes- 
terday afternoon’s Cabinet meeting. The 
Washington delegation submitted the result 
of Monday’s conference with Secretary 
Blaine. Bothare confident the Republican 
administration will meet Canada half way in 
the prospective negotiations for the settle- 
ment of the trade and Atlan- 
tic fishery questions. The manufacturers 
who gppport Sir John Macdonald are so op- 
— — any movement looking toward com- 
plete reciprocity in manufactured articles 
that great difficulties will Be experienced in 
meeting Mr. Blaine’s views. Sir John Thomp- 
son emphatically disposes of the reports 
about the rivalry between President Harrison 
and Secretary Blaine and gives other reasons 
as the cause for the sudden termination of 
Monday’s conference. He authorized the fol- 
lowing statement: 

I need not say anything about the reasons 
ofourreturn. The explanations are already 
published, but I may say that there is no 
truth whatever in the statements that we 
were coldly received by Mr. Blaine. On the 
contrary Mr. Blaine received us with the ut- 
most courtesy and conveyed the President’s 
message inatoneand manner to which no 
one could take objection. We have every 
reason to believe that the President was sin- 
cere in the reason he gave for asking the con- 
ference to be postponed. The President’s de- 
sire was quite reasonable and we think proper 
and therefore we could not object. The con- 
ference will be arranged in due time.’’ 


BARRIERS IN THE WAY, 


OBSTACLES WHICH WILL PREVENT THE ADOP- 
TION OF BLAINE'’S SCHEME. 

New Tonk, April 10.—Senator Morrill of 
Vermont was asked last evening what he 
thought of the prospects for Oanadian reci- 
procity. . 

They are not flattering, he said. ‘‘Rect- 
procity with Canada its undesirable. We 
could not enter into such relations on any 
article except coal with advantage to our- 
selves. Wedon’t want to take off the duty 
on thetr horses and caftie and bariey. The 
difficulty lies in the desire of Canada to make 
no Giscrimination against England. If they 
were given the reciprocity relations with this 
country which some have asked they would 
insistonthe same with England, and En- 
giand would derive all the benefit. 

Mun labor at one-half the wages we pay 
they would supply the machinery and other 
manufactured goods, and Canadian farmers 
would send us their products, buying little in 
return. Sir John Macdonald would as soon 
put poison into his own coffee as entertain a 
proposition to establish relations with us 
whith discriminated against the mother 
country. 


Do you look for any changes in the tariff 
law at the next Congress?’’ 

No general changes. If the Democratic 
House were to pass a general tariff biil it is 
not likely that the Senate would agree to it.

The Murderer of a Policeman Lynched 
at Kenton, O. 


PRISON DOORS BROKEN IN AND THE 


JAILOR OVERPOWERED. 


William Bales Swung From the b ofa 
Tree—Unavailing Pleas for — The 
Vigilantes Well Organised—EZscape of 
Convict by Jumping Through a Car 
Window—Crimes. 


Kenton , O., April 10.—A mob containing 
from seventy-five to one hundred men bung 
Wm. Bales this morning at 2 o’clock. The 
mob was perfectly organized and drilled. It 
assembled at about 1 o’clock and stationed 
armed guards, who allowed no one to pass 
their lines. The side door of the county jail 
was battered in, and about seventy- 
five men entered. The Sherif was 
overpowered and the keys, after some 
search, were fobnd. Bales’ cell 
door was opened and he was ordered to put 
on his pants. He was then hurried across 
the road, the noose was adjusted, the rope 
thrown over a limb and Bales was pulled 
from his feet and left hanging. He begged 
piteously while the noose was being adjusted, 
but the men were resolute. 

The mob wasan orderly one, and did no 
further damage. They wore black hoods con- 
cealing their faces, long overcoats and rub- 
ber boots. They had a leader, and were 
trained to signals and commanded entirely 
in whispers. About3 o’clock the body was 
cut down by order ot Joastice Rummell and 
taken to the City Hall. 

Bales and two more accomplices on Tues- 
day night, March 31, murdered Edward Har- 
per, a policeman, who was attempting to ar- 
rest Bales. The accomplices, Lake and Noel, 
were not molested. Bales was not considered 
very strong mentally’ The lynching was not 
unexpected, but had been threatened for 
sometime. It had been set for Wednesday 
night, but owing to the fact hecoming known 
it was postponed. Everything is quiet and no 
further disorder is anticipated. 
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THROUGH A CAR WINDOW. 


A UNITED STATES PRISONER LEAPS FROM A 
' MOVING TRAIN. 

LEBANON, Mo,, April 10.—At 2 o’clock this 
morning William Skaggs, a United States 
prisoner en route to the prison at Columbus, 
O., escaped from the guards by jumping 
through the car window of the cannon ball 
train while it was moving at a rapid rate. 
Skaggs was shackled tothe other prisoners, 
but he managed to get his boot off and then 
pulled the shackle over the boot-leg. This 
freed him from the other prisoners, and 
pitching the boot out of the window he fol- 
lowed after it. No trace of him has since been 
discovered. Skaggs is the fifth United States 
prisoner who has escaped here by jumping 
through a car window, three escaping at one 
time a few weeks ago. 


THE CASH-TOULG MURDER TRIAL. 

DALLAS, Tex., April 10.—The celebrated 
Cash-Young murder trial was finished as far 
as the evidence is concerned yesterday. Ar- 
guments will be opened to-day. The defense 
closed with some spicy correspondence be- 
tween the murdered man Young and Mrs. 
Cash, which, of course, went to confirm the 
claim they make that a criminal intimacy 
existed between Young and Mrs. Cash. The 
latter acknowledged that Cash was keeping 
her at present, and at his instigation pro- 
duced the letters which proved her worthless 
ness. The court ruled out the depositions of 
Mrs. Cashin a case in Kentucky in which 
Cash was involved. In the depositions Mrs. 
Cash again told some shocking stories of her 
intimacy with several men in Kentucky. 
Several witnesses from there testified as to 
Mrs. Cash’s reputation being bad and to 
Cash’ssanity. This is what the defense is 
pluying for, and is the point on which they 
hope for an acquittal. 


THE DEATH OF MISS CASTLE. 

SPRINGFIELD, O., April 10.—Miss Josie 
Wood, allas Castle, a young actress, died 
here yesterday from the effects of a crimin 
operation. She was not yet iS years old.

MORE EVIDENCE. 


Another Batch of Stolen Ballots Found 
in the Sixteenth Ward. 


APPLICATION FOR AN ENJOINING ORDER 
TO BE MADE TO-DAY. 


Revelations Made at a Mass- Meeting of 
Republicans Last Night — MoGroarty, 
the Democratic Candidate Elected to 
the House, Found to Be Ineligible—The 
Prosecution Fund Growing. 


More corruption and fraud perpetrated 
last Tuesday in the Sixteenth Ward was re- 
vealed last night at a mass-meeting of Re 
publicans held in Albert Allenberg's rooms 
at Twenty-third and Montgomery streets, 
All the voters who could identify their bal- 
lots which were thrown out of the window of 
the polling place on Twenty second street, 
between Benton and North Market 
street, last Tuesday and found in the 
alley by Torwegge, the carpenter, 
were present at the meeting and again post 
tively identified the slips of paper, decia ring 
they recognized their writing, their marks 
and saw the judges place the ballots inthe 
box. All the judges who were in the polling 
place last Tuesday except the two who 
are charged with ballot stealing 
were present at the meeting and voluntarily 
gave testimony astowhat went on in the 
polling place. They are anxious to clean their 
own skirts of the charge of complicity in the 
robbery and do not hesitate to give evidence. 
They have also promised to appear as wit- 
nesses before the Grand-jury next month and 
before a jury in the Criminal Court when the 
case Comes to trial. 

ANOTHER STARTLING DISCOVERY. 

Two young men interested in the prosecu- 
tion ofthe case startled the meeting with 
some new evidence they had discovered yes 
terday. They said they had made a search 
of the premises used as a polling booth last 
Tuesday with the hope of finding other evi 
dence. They saw that the small room in the 
rear of the barber-shop was used 
as a retiring room, and was 
connected with a Closet in 
the rear. Procuring a lantern they lowered 
it on a rope to the bottom of the vault which 
connects with the sewer in the alley and saw 
clinging to the slanting bottom of the va ulta 
numbeg of ballots which, by the aid of the 
lamp they could see were Kepublican ballots 
as some of them were open, and were faced 
upwards. They were s0 stained and 
saturated, the young men said, that they 
made noattemptto get them up, but will 
take oath and swear to what they 
saw. The number of ballots they 
could not give as some seemed to 
have been torn and fothers were doubled up 
and lying across one another. They esti- 
mated the number at from twenty to thirty. 
How many more ballots were carried away 
by the waters into the sewer il never be 
known perhaps , but this discovery coupled 
with what is already known of the corrupt 
methods used at this one polling place, 
convinced the men at the meeting last night 
that thejRepubiicans were electedin the 
Sixteenth Ward, but were robbed of the 
offices. 

A SYSTEMATIZED PROSECUTION. 

After these revelations were made, a com- 
mittee of five on prosecution and a commit 
tee of five on Gpance was appointed to repre. 


sent the Republicans and citizens of the 


Sixteerth Ward in prosecuting the cor 
rupt judges and clerks who served 
in that ward and collect the money to carry 
on the case. A little over $40 was pald to the 
treasurer of the committee by the gentlemen 
present, and over $1 ,0 1s expected before ten 
days. A committee called on Col. 0. . 
Dyer yesterday, knowing he was familiar tn 
criminal law and the prosecution of election 
cases.

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Mrs. Leon J. Papin Seeking n Divorce 
Prom Her Husband. 


DRINK THE CAUSE OF DOMESTIC TROUBLE; 
IN AN OLD.ST. LOUIS FAMILY. 


Some Testimony of a Very Sad Character 
Given by the Sons Against Their 
Pather—Politice and Liquor Wréok a 
Once Happy Household—Proceedings. 
in the Trial To-Day. 


The trial of the Papin divarce suit in Judge 
Valliant’s court is of extraordinary interest 
and for many reasons. The parties to the 
suit are members of two of the oldest and 
most aristocratic familiesin the city. The 
Papins are well known, even to the present 
generation; several members of the family 
still living being among the city’s most re- 
spected residents, successful in a business and 
professional way and moving inthe best so- 
ciety. Mrs. Leon J. Papin was a Miss Medora 
C. Daggett, and although the Daggetts may 
not be so well Known tothe younger genera- 
tion asthe Papinsare, Mrs. Papin’s father 
was for over half a century one of the 
wealthiest and most enterprising business 
men inst. Louls. He was a member of the 
Oity Council under the city’s first Mayor in 
Isviandin i641 was elected Mayor himself. 
Miss Daggett, like Mr. Papin, was raised in 
the lap of luxury, and their marriage, thirty- 
mine years ago last January, was a notable 
event in 8t. Louis society. They have lived 
together nearly forty years and now in their 
old age, with children and grandchildren 
about them, they appear in court against 
each other and a feeling of bitterness and 
contempt is exhibited onone sideat least 
that is seldom seen even in a divorce court. 
Although Mr. Papin still lives at 
home with his family and eats at the same 
table with them, the two minor children, 
Richard and Francis, aged respectively 19 and 
6 years, showed by their testimony yester- 
day afternoon that they held their father in 
utter contempt, despised him, in fact. 

WOULD RATHER SLEEP WITH A DOG. 

Francis testified that he would rather sleep 
witha dog than with his father. His father 
came home drunk one night and got in bed 
with him, and he got up and left the room. 
It was his habit to come home drunk, the boy 
said, during political campaigns. He gener- 
ally filled up as soon as the cam- 
paign opened, and he was drunk 
wntil the election was over, when 
he would sober up again. That had 
been his father’s way of doingthings ever 
since he, the witness, was big enough to 
know anything. Did he ever bring anything 
home to his family? No; never anything ex- 
cept election tickets, When sober he treated 
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lived on Sheridan avenue and worked in the 
office of the Municipal Electric Tight 
Co. He and his wife lived with 
his mother’s family on Stoddard and 
School reets. They were married in 
1883. He had seen Mr. Papin intoxicateda 
few times, not very often. He saw him 
drunk twice in 1988 and perhaps once in 1889. 
It was then that the witnegs was living with 
the Papin family. The was supported 
by two ot Mrs. Papin’s sons. On cross-ex- 
amination the witness said he lived with 
them about eleven months and was home 
every evening, hut only saw Mr. Papin drunk 
three times. f 

FELIX PROVENCHERE ON THE STAND. 

Felix Provenchere testified that he was a 

pher, and was 2% years old. His 
wife, now dead, was a daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Leon J. Papin. He and his child were 
still living with them, and had been since 
Nov. 10, 1889, on school street. 
Asked what were the kabits of Mr. Papin, 
he answered: ‘‘He hasn’t been sober hardly 
since I’ve been there, and I’ve seen him 
drunk several times. Once I had to delay 
eating my supper until they got 
done quarreling. Mr. P. was drunk 
on that occasion, Another time I remember 
that he was so drunk that he stumbled in 
coming upstairs, and his little boy used to 
come and sleep with me because ne couldn't 
sleep with his father, who was drunk. 
Witness testified that Mrs Papin was all that 
a lady should bein her moral character and 
in her conduct to her husband. She went out 
frequently at night, but always to church or 
her sister's or other relatives. 
‘Witness was examined by Judge Bakewell 
as to how the family was supported. He said 
that occasionally he paid the gas bill, but he 
didn't think he paid any other bills. Witness 
paid his board and so did the Papin boys. 

A DAUGHTER'S TESTIMONY. 
Mrs. Alphonse Lepere was the next wit- 
ness. she is the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Papin and the wife ofa former witness. She 
and her husband lived with her parents about 
ten months, commencing in November, 1883. 
Her mother was very domestic in her habits. 
She attended church regularly. Sue attended 
mass every morning, but in the evening 
she went to church only when they had 
special services. Her mother was always a 
dutiful wife, Sometimes she would not speak 
to the father, but she always had cause for 
her action. They disagreed on a good many 
subjects and were not congenial and quar- 
reled a good deal. Witness’ father some- 
times abused and swore at her mother. 

CROSS-EXAMINATION, 

The witness said that in the last seven 
years she had not seen her father drunk, but 
had many times before witness’ marriage. 
Their disputes were always caused by re- 
ligion. 

.: Tour mother was a zealous Catholic?’’ 
A.: No, she was not a zealous Catholic. She 
was a very conscientious Catholic. She 
didn’t attend church, though, oftener than a 
good Catholic should.

INVENTORS VISIT THE TOMB OF WASHINGTON— 
WASHINGTON TOPIOS, 

WASHINGTON, April 10.—To-day being the 
100th anniversary of the establishment of the 
American patent system, the Patent Cen- 
tennial Committee recognized the day as the 
birth of the present system by inviting the 
members attending the Centennial here to 
visit Mt. Vernon. Thismorning many ofthe 
delegates left the city on the boat for Mt.

wew York, April 10.—Anna Dickinson in a 
public mad house—that was bad enough, 
put Anna Dickinson in a public mad house 
and perfectly sane; Anna Dickinson, gifted 
and eloquent, famous for her labors in be- 
half of the enslaved and her championship 
of her own sex; Anha Dickinson shut up with 
maniacs and gibbering lunatics and still in 
full possession of her own reason—that is 
infinitely revolting to a country that still re- 


gpects her genius. 

shocking as it is, that is her story. Worse 
than that, these wrongs and sufferings she 
has undergone were the result, she declares, 
of deliberate design and the author of that 
design a member of her own family and bear- 
ing her on honored name, 

Miss Dickinson came to New York yesterday 
with Dr. Frederick Seward of Goshen, N. ., 
at whose house she has been since she escaped 
from Danville, April 2. They came for the 
purpose of apprising Miss Dickinson’s friends 
in New York of the wrongs which ‘she says 
she has suffered and to secure legal advice as 
tothe steps necessary to insure her freedom 
if she should return to Pennsylvania. At 
present she is in danger of arrest ahd re- 
incarceration there. 

since she left Danville it has been given out 
that Miss Dickinson had gone for treatment 
to a special institution, and later that she 
was about to sall for Europe. She told the 
reporter smilingly in her rooms at the Astor 
House yesterday that she hoped to be able to 
avoid all asylums, public and private, here- 
after, and that she had no idea of going to 
Europe until she had obtained legal redress 
for what she had endured. 

A PLACE OF TORTURE. 

Speaking of her rescue from the asylum 
Miss Dickinson sald to-day: 

he Danville asylum is amorrible place. My 
tortures ut were more than I can describe, 
more than anybody can ever know. At- 
tendantsand half witted patients followed, 
pestered and teased me. I cried myself to 
sleep in the great ward where crazy people 
were howling, mocking, hammering at their 
doors and singing. From first to last from 
the moment I entered the horrible den to the 
day | escaped from it no examination was 
made of my condition, no physician inquired 
as to whether I needed any help, no medi- 
cines were provided for me, no attention 
whatever was paldto me. There was no ex- 
amination, even the most casual, to see 
whether I was insane. I don’t know how I 
kept my mind through those horrible weeks 

my incarceration. Surely it was 
enough to produce insanity in almost the 
stoutest. My days Ispent in walking up and 
down the ward room—my nights in 
frantic efforts to close my ears 
to the horrible sounds around me. 
One day whenlhad been there two weeks 
without hearing from a friend, without any 
prospect of relief opening before me, I no- 
ticed the rules and regulations of the State 
Board of Charities hanging up almost out of 
sight in an alcove. I gota chair and stood 
upon it and read. I noticed that in one 
paragraph it provided that every patient 
should have the privilege of 
writing one letter a month which 
should not be opened or stopped by the asy- 
lum authorities. That was my hope, I pro- 
ceeded at once to try and write such a letter, 
but there was the difficulty, paper to write 
upon could not be got for love or money. By 
unt of gathering old scraps, newspaper 
wrappers, washing lists and so on, I man- 
aged to get enough to write and copy two let- 
ters. One l addressed to the chairman and 
Secretary of the State Board of Charities at 
Philadelphia. In that I enclosed the second, 
which was directed to Howe & Hummel.

A CHANGE IN THE EDITORIAL MANAGE- 
MENT OF A RELIGIOUS PAPER. 


Rev. J. W. Lawrance’s Forced Retirement 
From the “Christian Advocate’s’’ Ed- 
itorship — Meeting of the Orphans’ 
Board- Dr. Carradine on Sociables. 


A ripple of excitement will be created in 
Southern Methodist circles by the forced re- 
tirement from the management of the St. Louis 
Christian Advocate of Rev. J. W. Lawrance, 
who has been connected with that periodical 
for several years. The circumstances under 
which the deposition took place will also in- 
terest Methodists generally, Rev. W. B. 
Palmore, D. D., at present editor-in-chief, 
continues to hold that position, while Rev. M. 
B. Chapman of Little Kock, Ark., assumes a 
position on the editorial staffof the paper,the 
exact status of which has not yet been deter- 
mined by the Editorial Committee, which 
met and took this action last Wednesda sy 
evening, determining at the time to keep the 
matter fromthe public print for the time. 
But the result of the conference leaked out 
this morning. 

The following gentlemen of the Editorial 
Committee were present: Rev. E. K. Miller, 
Chairman, and Rev. J. H. Ledbetter, Secre- 
tary of the Missouri Conference; Rev. J. 
King of the Southwest Missouri Conference, 
Rev. T. C. Davis and Rev. J. M. Gross, West 
Missouri Conference; Rev. C. C. Mayhew and 
Rev. J. W. Westcott, Llinois Conference. 
The only absentee was Rev. J. W. McFarland 
of the West Missouri Conference. This de- 
monstrates that the action has been in con- 
tempiation for some time, although the 
secret has been well kept, even up 
to the very time of the meeting. 
It was not an entirely one-sided affair, 
however, As Mr. Lawrance had his 
adherents as well as the opposition. The 
first motion sprung was that Kev.Palmore be 
re-elected editor, the motion carrying unani- 
mously. The next move was where the sur- 
prise came in. It was a motion to also elect 
Rev. Palmore manager, This created some 
consternation and a long debate, but when 
the test vote was taken it resulted 5 to 2 in 
favor of Palmore. There is no appeal, the 
Editorial Committee being in absolute con- 
trol of this paper, the only one issued in the 
conferences named heretofore as represented 
on the committee. The gentlemen affected, 
when seen, declined to talk, but admitted 
that the facts stated are correct in every par- 
ticular. Astoassociate editor, the Editorial 
Committee have left a sealed report, 
as the applications for the positions 
were sO numerous that they did not 
care to be present when the announcement 
of the report was made. There is just now 
much speculation as to who will secure the 
position, with apparent outward chances in 
favor of Rev. Chapman, the new acquisition. 
It is impossible to ascertain just what 
brought about this sudden change in the 
management and enforced complete retire- 
ment of Rev. Lawrance, whose name graces 
the date line of the current edition of the 
paper. 

Rev. W. B. Palmore, who assumes both 
business and editorial control of the Advocate, 
has recently been chosen pastor of the First 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and is 
well known in religious circles both as a 
forcible writer and pulpit orator. He was 
elected editor a year ago, since which time 
he has given good satisfaction to the mem 
bers of the editorial committee. Kev. Chap- 
man is not knowntoany extent in St. Louis, 
but comes well recommended by the Ar- 
kansas conference asa religious newspaper 
worker. Kev. Lawrance retains his fnancial 
interest in the publishing concern.

Orphan Board Meeting. 


The meeting of the Board of Managers of 
the Catholic|Aid Society iast evening at 816 
Chestnut street made final arrangements for 
the collection of funds for the erection of the 
new orphan asylum at the Narrow-gauge 
tracks and Page avenue. It was decided 
to begin the erection of the building 
for the accommodation of the girls first, and 
when this is completed begin work on the one 
for boys. Ihe plan tor raising and collecting 
the funds was systematized by districting the 
city to members of the board, who will have 
charge of the solicitations and collections in 
their respective districts. Rev. Father James 
McCaffrey and Austin Walsh, secretary of the 
board, this morning prepared the names of 
persons on whom the solicitors will call, the 
list when completed to be handed to members 
of the board, who will distribute the work 
according to his own discretion. 

The report from the collectors shows that 
there isnowon hand a sum total equal to 
$26,000, of which amount $12,000 was collected 
during the month of March alone. The board 
decided to make a thorough but quick canvass 
of the city within the next two months, and 
if possible secure the necessary sum of at 
least $90,000, 


Dr. Carradine on Church Sociables. 

Rev. B. Carradine, D. D., will on Sunday 
preach his much-talked-of sermon on church 
sociables and entertainments, and will 
doubtless draw a large crowd to the morning 
service to hear what he has to say on the 
subject, regarding which he has received so 
much adverse criticism.

This fact may safely be assumed because 
of the doctor’s publicly expressed 
opinion in regard to Dr. Talmage’s 
lecture in this city recently forthe benefit of 
the Ladies’ Ald Society of Cook Avenue 
Methodist Episcopal Church, south, in which 
he advised his members to stay away from 
the lecture after reading of them the an- 
nouncement of the affair. His other argu- 
ments, particularly applicable to Methodists, 
is that all such modes of raising money is 
contrary to the doctrines fortrue Wesleyan 
faith, as well as worldly and not in perfect 
accord with the teachings of the bible.

The Baptists, following the lead of the 
Methodists in organizing the Epworth League, 
are agitating the question of organizing a de- 
nominational young people’s society to take 
the place of the Christian Endeavor. Already 
plans for the new organization are being pro- 
posed from all sides, the various Baptist 
ministers taking a deepand favorable inter- 
est in the move.

The first signature affixed to that 
paper was that of Mr. Joseph 
Specht written by himself in his own 
office in the presence of a business 
representative of the Post- DISPATCH 
and acknowledged by him as 
genuine this morning. The original paper 
bearing signature of Mr. Specht and the 
fifty other business men of St. Louis is now 
in the possession of this paper and will be 
shown, with pleasure, to any person desiring 
for any reason to see it. When the list of 
signatures was completed, in accord 
ance with its intentions and direction, 
three type-written copies were made 
at the Remington type-writing office. One 
copy was, in keeping withthe plan and as 
understood by every business man, to be sent 
to each of the three papers interested in the 
issue—the Posr-DISPATCH, the Globe- Democrat 
and the Republic simultaneously ,and each was 
of course to be notified that copies were sent 
at the same time to the other 
newspaper. This formalitly was 
as a foot-note to the verbatim type-written 
copies of the original request. These copies 
were prepared Friday, April3. A representa- 
tive of the Post-DisPaTcu telephoned to Mr. 
Specht’s office to notify him ofthe fact and 
preparatory to calling on him. The reply was 
that Mr. Specht was not in the city 
and would possidly not be back for 
some days. The Post-DISPATOH represen- 
tative thenjcalled on Mr. Joseph Franklin, 
Vice-President of the Wm.

Houser, President of the Globe Print- 
ing Co., which he had received in 
response to the above communication accept- 
ing for the Globe - Democrat the conditions laid 
down inthe merchants’ petition to submit 
its circulation to the examination of experts 
and likewise a letter from Mr. John A. Dillon, 
editor of the Post-Dispatcn, accepting the 
conditions for the Post-DIsPpaTcH. 

Mr. Specht remarked at the time that noth- 
ing had been heard from the Republic, and 
said in a good-natured way, dut we will 
hear from them. 

On Tuesday, 7th inst., a representative of 
the Post-DisPpatcu called again on Mr. 
Specht to learn if he had heard from the 
Republic and he said he had not received any 
communication from that paper and that if 
they did not answer ‘‘to-morrow’’ he would 
write the Republic again, demanding an 
answer. Hesaid: ‘‘Weare in this thing and 
We will see it through, thereby assuming 
clearly his position as chairman of this com- 
mittee of advertisers and the responsibilities 
incurred by Mr. Ritter’s signing the notes 
which went with the petition. 

In the presence of a second representative 
of this paper Mr. Specht was to-day shown 
his own signature to the original petition and 
asked if it was not genuine. s admitted 
without hesitation that the signature was his 
and that he remembered sigh - 
ing it perfectly well.

in the above letter to Mr. Knapp was the sig- 
nature to the note made without his author 
by Mr. E. V. P. Ritter, the Vice-President of 
the Famous company.

The Management of Ite Affairs Trans- 
ferred to a Committee. 


Cao, April 10.—It appears that the ac-

“Brudder” Bill No Longer the American 
Association Umpire. 


BOB FERGUSON OR SHERIDAN WILL 
PROBABLY BE HIS SUCCESSOR. 


‘Buck’? Ewing’s Oareer as a Base Ball 
Player—Phil Dwyer to Inaugurate a 
War on the Pool Rooms—Bob Farrell 
and Andy Bowen—Sporting News of 
All Kinds. 


Billy Gieason is no longer an American 
Association umpire. His career was one 
of the briefest if not one of the 
most brilliant on record. Billy 
was a regular Association umpire for one con- 
secutive game and then his head fell into that 
deep basket where so many an um- 
pire’s head has gone before. Pres- 
ident Kramer of the American 
Association telegraphed here from Oincinnati 
to Business Manager Frank Bancroft of the 
Queen City team, to agree with Mr. Von der 
Abe upon an umpire to officiate in to-day’s 
game, as Gleason had been removed. The 
Association President also stated in his tele- 
gram that Gleason had been notified of his 
removal. Another umpire is to be appointed 
as soon as possible to take Gleason’s place, 
so the message of Mr. Kramer states. Bob 
Ferguson and Sheridan are talked of as pos- 
sible successors. It is claimed that Sheridan Is 
a very competent man, and it is known that 
Ferguson isa very incompetent man. ‘the 
appointment of the latter would certainly be 
a grievous mistake. He made considerable 
of a reputation in the position, it is true, but 
it was not by good work but by fining players 
every time they attempted to speak to him. 
In this way he kept them from ‘‘kicking,’’ 
and when players do not complain the audi- 
ence keeps quiet. Ferguson’s decisions, how- 
ever, were almost uniformly bad, and he is a 
man who permits his prejudices to warp his 
judgment. 

Gleason’s removal will be regretted by all 
who know him, Few me are qualified to ac- 
ceptably fill the position of umpire, but he 
was really never given a fair opportunity to 
show whether he was one of these few. The 
officials of the Association made the great 
mistake of having him umpire his first game 
at his native city and in a contest in which 
the club for which he was so many years a 
member was interested. It was almost im- 
possible under these circumstances for 
him to give entire satisfaction, for 
no matter how impartial he may 
have been one side or the other was pretty 
sure tocomplain. It wasalso natural, that 
realizing all this, he should be slightly ner- 
vous and unable to do full justice. The Asso- 
ciation should have scheduled him to begin his 
career in some other city and not permit him 
to officiate in St. Louis until he had been well 
accustomed to his new workand been given 
an opportunity to make a reputation for him- 
self.
